A Second Front * 


Is Imperative Now 


Postponing the second front would be equiv- 
alent to a major victory for Hitler the Louis. 
ville, Ky., Courier-Journal declared in an edi- 
torial on June 30. The editorial follows: 

If reverses in Egypt cause England and the 
United States to postpone the opening of a 
second front in Europe to relieve the pressure 
on Soviet Russia no one will be better pleased 


than Adolf Hitler. Such a development would 


be equivalent to a major Nazi victory. It 
would be another smashing success for Field 
Marshal Erwin Rommel. It would add to Hit. 
ler's chances of gaining control of the Cau- 
casus either by way of Kharkov or the Suez 
Canal. It was probably with the hope of 
diverting Allied attention from the main thea- 
ter of war—the war in Europe—that the Lib- 
yan campaign was originally launched. 
The only way to defeat Hitler is to strike 
him where he is weakest—the occupied coun- 
tries and the home front. This the RAF is 
doing in its mass raids. But aerial bombings 
alone may not accomplish the purpose. They 
failed in China, in Spain, and in the British 
Isles. To divide the enemy's forces would 
allow the Red Army to hammer his weakened 
lines, perhaps drive them back across the 
Polish border and the favorite Nazi technique 
would then be applied against. the German 
war machine. That would be Hitler's method. 
Divide and conquer has been his watchword. 
And he would not be deterred by the risk 
involved. 
the danger of a second front constantly 
threatens Russia. Japan is waiting for the 
opportune moment to strike. Are we to de- 
lay until the Soviet Union faces a powerful 
enemy in the East as well as in the West
